GENTLEMEN  — 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1925. 

This  year’s  Report  includes  a  survey  of  the  work 
done  during  the  past  five  years. 

The  most  notable  features  are  : — 

I.  (a)  The  birth  rate — (167) — is  the  lowest  on 
record  for  your  district  and  compares  un¬ 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(18-3). 

(b)  The  death  rate — (12'2) — is  same  as  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 

(c)  The  infant  mortality  is  low — (61'3) — 
though  by  no  means  the  lowest  for  this 
district.  That  for  England  and  Wales  is  75. 

II.  During  the  last  five  years  your  district  has 
been  wonderfully  free  from  notifiable  in¬ 
fectious  diseases,  with  the  exception  of 
Tuberculosis. 

III.  The  one  important  event  during  the  past 
year  has  been  the  construction  of  the  new 
works  for  sewage  disposal,  the  extent  of  which 
is  such  that  efficient  treatment  should  be 
available  for  a  number  of  years. 

IV.  In  spite  of  the  Councils’  Housing  Scheme  at 
Leicester  and  Oakley  Roads,  and  the  increased 
building  of  houses  by  private  persons,  aided 
by  the  state  subsidy,  the  housing  shortage  is 
still  acute.  Your  Council  have  recently 
purchased  land  in  two  different  districts  on 
which  it  is  intended  to  further  increase  the 
number  of  houses  for  the  working  classes.  I 
hope  this  matter  will  be  pushed  forward 
energetically.

Four  samples  from  wells  were  examined  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  domestic  purposes. 

7. — Sewerage. 

Mr.  J.  G.  FOSTON,  the  Surveyor  reports  : — 

Originally  the  Sewage  was  dealt  with  on  less  than 
12  acres  of  land,  by  l)road  irrigation,  but  this  was  found  totally 
inadequate,  the  effluent  being  sometimes  fair  and  often  l)ad. 
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An  entirely  new  scheme  was  made  which  included  the  purchase 
of  the  old  farm  together  with  an  additional  8  acres.  One  third 
of  the  sewage  is  treated  on  the  old  part  and  two  thirds  is  taken 
in  a  twelve  inch  sewer  to  the  new  area,  wdiere  screening 
chambers,  detritus  sedimentation  tanks  and  artificial  filters 
have  been  constructed.  The  filtered  effluent  can  be  applied 
to  the  lower  part  of  the  land,  which  is  sub -drained  and  the 
final  effluent  conveyed  to  the  brook.  The  new  works  were 
first  used  in  June,  1925,  and  the  whole  scheme  is  wmrking 
efficiently. 


8. — Closet  Accomodation,  &c. 

It  has  been,  for  some  years  the  purpose  of  your  council  to 
gradually  abolish  privy  closets,  and  large  and  deep  ashpits,  and 
to  insist  on  the  provision  of  pan  closets  and  dustbins,  thereby 
assuring  more  frequent  removal  of  night  soil  and  ashes,  and 
making  for  cleaner  and  healthier  conditions.  At  the  same  time 
your  council  encourage  the  provision  of  water  closets  as  the 


best  method.

This  work  is  done  by  contract,  and  the  present  contractor 
does  his  work  ,  in  a  most  satisfactory  way.  The  lessening 
number  of  privies  and  deep  wet  ashpits  is  gradually  making 
this  work  easier.  The  pans  and  dustbins  are  emptied  weekly. 

House  refuse  is  collected,  when  placed  in  suitable  recep¬ 
tacles,  at  regular  intervals.

There  is  still  a  great  scarcity  of  houses,  but  your  council 
have  recently  acquired  land  in  two  districts  for  the  erection  of 
new  houses,  in  the  immediate  future.  The  state  assistance 
has  encouraged  people  to  build  their  owm  houses  and  I  hope 
to  see  many  more  built  in  your  district. 
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Apart  from  the  shortage  and  the  overcrowding  which 
this  shortage  compels,  the  general  condition  of  the  houses  is 
good.  There  are,  however,  many  old  properties  which,  if  not 
for  the  acute  shortage,  would  be  better  closed  and  demolished.
